( a )  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “Residents”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 
without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age 
groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in 
their  respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by 
the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “Non-residents”  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district 
are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  Table  IV. 

( 1) )  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “  Residents  ”  and  “  Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the 
“Public  Institutions”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“Localities”  in  Table  IV.  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(r)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of  “  Residents  ”  or 
of  “Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  ( a ),  to  be  entered  in  the 
last  column  of  Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the 
year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “Localities”  in  columns  9-15  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  those  for 

the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in 
column  2  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year 
in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “Diarrhoea”  are  to  be  included  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Epidemic 

diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis,  Infective  enteritis,  Zymotic  enteritis,  Summer  diarrhoea, 
Dysentery  and  Dysenteric  -diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea,  Cholera  (other  than  Asiatic  or 
epidemic),  and  Cholera  Nostras. 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under 
the  latter. 

Deaths  from  Enteritis,  Muco-Enteritis,  Gastro- Enteritis,  and  Gastritis  (see  under  the  heading 
Diarrhoeal  Diseases  in  Table  V.)  in  Tables  IV.  and  V.  should  be  placed  immediately  below, 
but  separately  from,  those  enumerated  under  the  heading  Diarrhoea  as  defined  by  enumeration 
above.  This  is  particularly  important  for  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  as  many  of  the  deaths 
in  infancy  returned  as  due  to  Enteritis  are  really  caused  by  Epidemic  Diarrhoea.  In  the  course 
of  years,  by  the  adoption  of  this  recommendation,  it  will  be  practicable  to  ascertain  the 
probable  amount  of  transfer  between  these  different  headings. 

(/)  Under  the  headings  of  “  Cancer”  and  “  Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all  registered  deaths 
from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms.  Thus:  Under  “Cancer”  should  be 
included  deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma, 
Villous  tumour,  and  Papilloma  of  bladder,  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “  Puerperal  Fever  ”  are 
to  be  included  deaths  from  Pymmia,  Septicminia,  Saprsemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis,  Peri-  and 
Endo-Metritis  occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

(g)  Under  “Congenital  Defects”  in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Atelectasis,  Icterus 

neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage,  Malformations  and  Congenital  hydrocephalus. 

( h )  Under  “Tuberculous  Meningitis”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute  hydrocephalus. 

{i)  Under  “Other  Tuberculous  Diseases”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Tuberculosis, 
Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints  and  other  organs,  Lupus  and  Scrofula. 

(/)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases  are  to  be  classed 
as  “  Certified  ”  ;  all  other  deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as  “  Uncertified.”

TO  THE 

LUDGVAN  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  YEAR  1909. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1909. 

During  the  year  there  were  48  births  (28  male  and  20  female)  registered, 
giving  a  birth  rate  of  21  *10  per  1,000  per  annum,  slightly  lower  than  last  year, 
and  lower  than  the  average  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  were  25  (8  male  and  17  female),  giving  a  death  rate  of  10^99 
lower  than  last  year,  and  lower  than  the  average  of  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  7  deaths  under  one  year,  the  infantile  death  rate  being  the  same 
as  last  year,  viz. — i40-o  per  1,000  births.  Seven  deaths  were  65  years  and  over. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases.  The  natural  increase  was  23. 
This  increase  is  the  result  of  a  low  death  rate  and  not  from  a  high  birth  rate.

Sanitary  Circumstances. 

The  Ludgvan  Urban  District  is 

an  agricultural  one. 

The  soil  is 

clay ;  the 

district  is  undulating 

and  hilly.  The  population  of  the 

district  is 

small,  and 

resides  mostly  in  farms  and  cottages,  and  these  are  mostly  scattered,  although 
there  are  many  hamlets,  consisting  of  cottages  and  a  few  small  shops.  There 
are  no  factories  or  workshops  that  would  come  under  “The  Factories’  Act.” 


The  chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  in  connection  with  the  soil,  either 
market  gardening  or  farm  work.  The  few  tin  mines  which  started  in  the  district, 
and  which  gave  occupation  to  a  number  of  men,  have  mostly  stopped,  but  there 
are  about  30  men  from  the  district  still  employed  in  a  local  mine. 

The  houses  in  many  cases  are  old  ;  but  where  they  are  unfit  for  habitation 
they  are  torn  down,  two  being  demolished  at  Newtown,  and  another  two  at 
Cockwells,  during  the  year.  Often  the  case  is  that  new  houses  are  erected  in 
place  of  the  old.  Being  such  a  scattered  district  there  is  nearly  always  a 
sufficiency  of  open  space  about  each  dwelling.  One  case  of  overcrowding  was 
reported,  but  this  was  proved  incorrect ;  no  doubt  there  is  a  certain  amount  of 
overcrowding  in  houses  where  the  family  is  large,  but  in  cases  where  it  is  possible  to 
ameliorate  this,  your  Council  has  taken  action.  Old  houses  are  substantially  built, 
and  are  quite  equal  to  the  cottages  found  in  other  country  districts. 

Inspection  of  the  District. 

I  have  inspected  the  district  at  intervals.  Four  new  houses  have  been  erected 
at  Long  Rock,  and  two  put  in  proper  repair.  Six  new  closets  have  been  erected. 
The  river  at  Long  Rock  has  been  cleaned  up,  and  the  drainage  at  Crowlas  also 
improved. 

The  Schools  in  the  district  are  three  in  number,  with  an  average  of  167, 
101,  and  96  scholars  respectively.  I  have  examined  these,  and  have  to  report 
favourably  on  the  condition  of  the  water  supply,  and  the  lavatory  accommodation 
of  the  Council  School.  There  has  been  no  outbreak  of  illness  among  the  scholars 
for  the  year. 

I  beg  to  congratulate  your  Council  on  the  result  of  its  labour  in  connection 
with  the  removal  of  the  level-crossing  at  Marazion  Station  ;  a  great  improvement 
has  been  effected  there,  and  this  improvement  was  made  after  continual  agitation 
on  the  part  of  your  Council. 


Water  Supply. 

Owing  to  the  rain-fall  of  West  Cornwall  being  generally  above  the  average 
of  most  parts  of  England,  the  water  supply  for  the  district  is  generally  sufficient. 
This  year  the  rain-fall  for  the  district  has  been  much  below  the  average,  and  the 
springs  became  very  low  (as  was  the  case  in  most  parts  of  West  Cornwall).  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  although  the  stream  at  the  “Shoot”  at  Church-town 
was  low,  yet  the  inhabitants  were  never  without  a  supply  of  water,  which  is 
satisfactory,  considering  the  condition  of  many  local  districts  during  the  summer. 
All  the  “  Shoots  ”  are  supplied  from  separate  springs,  the  water  being  carried 
by  covered  trenches,  through  iron  pipes ;  here  the  inhabitants  collect  it.  There 
are  a  few  wells  in  the  district;  these  are  generally  for  private  use.  In  some 
parts  there  is  a  danger  of  contamination,  viz. — at  Nancledra,  but  owing  to  the 
few  houses  depending  on  this  supply  no  means  are  forthcoming  to  pay  for  a 
perfectly  safe  supply.  The  water  in  all  parts  is  free  from  impurities,  but  one  or 
two  of  the  “  Leats  ”  being  open,  contamination  is  possible.  There  being  no 
lead  pipes  used  there  is  no  danger  from  lead  poisoning. 

At  the  Council  School,  at  Church-town,  a  large  tank  has  been  fixed  holding 
some  3,000  gallons  of  rain-water;  the  water  is  good  tasting  and  free  from 
impurities.  The  School  stands  away  from  other  dwellings,  there  is  no  smoke  or 
soot  to  contaminate  the  water.  I  am  pleased  to  report  on  the  better  water 
supply  for  this  school,  and  also  for  the  better  lavatory  accommodation. 


Sewerage  and  Drainage. 


There  is  no  definite  system  of  drainage  for  this  scattered  agricultural 
district ;  all  the  slop  water  is  thrown  on  the  land.  Pail  closets  are  mostly  used. 
I  had  complaints  at  the  smell  arising  from  the  closets  emptying  into  the  stream 
at  Long  Rock,  and  an  improvement  has  been  effected  there.  Interiors  of  privies 
are  still  in  some  cases  offensive,  owing  to  the  excrement  not  being  removed  as 
frequently  as  required.  The  excrement  from  the  privies  is  used  to  manure  the 
soil,  each  householder  being  responsible  for  its  removal,  as  there  is  no  public 
scavenger  department. 

There  are  no  common  Lodging-houses,  Milk-shops,  or  offensive  trades  in 
the  district. 

The  compulsory  notification  of  paupers  suffering  from  tuberculosis  is  in  force, 
one  case  being  reported  to  me  through  the  year. 

Dairies,  Cow-sheds,  and  Slaughter-houses. 

The  Dairies  and  Cow-sheds,  six  in  number,  are  registered  and  inspected ; 
and  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

There  are  two  slaughter-houses — these  are  periodically  inspected  and  found 
satisfactory ;  a  small  number  of  animals  are  yearly  slaughtered  in  these.  Frequent 
whitewashing  has  been  ordered  for  these  two  houses. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital,  but  a  house  in  Church-town  is  always 
available  where  four  beds  can  be  obtained. 

I  have  nothing  to  report  as  to  the  medical  examination  of  the  school 
children,  the  duty  being  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Officer  appointed  by  the 
County  Council.
